Ottawa, Sept. 29. — Tlie papers relat 
ing to the fast Atlantic service were pre^ 
sented in parliament to-day under date 
of November 21. Mr.Ch unberlain writes 
to Lord Aberdeen t'uit the existing ser 
vice between the United King- 
dom and Canada is not satisfactory 
from the point of veiw of speed. An 
improvement is a matter of importance 
to both countries. As it appears the Cana- 
dian government is unable without 
assistance to secure an improved service. 
Her Majesty's government is jirepared 
to contribute towards the cost of provid- 
ing it. Arrangements are also to be 
made for the acceleration of the land 
journey to and from Vancouver. 

Temlers were received for the service 
in June. The Dominion Government 
were prepared to accept the oiler of the 
Allans for £225,000' sterling annually for 
ten years subject to certitin modifica- 
tions in the contract and on Ihe approval 
of Mr. Chaniberlaih an imperial contri- 
bution of X75,000 steirling per annum, 
will be paid. 

On July 10 Mr. Chamberlain informs 
Lord Aberdeen that a decision will not 
be given by him on the subject until the 
new ministry is formed, and until also 
full information is forthcoming regard- 
ing the proposed modification of the 
Allans' oiler, which may possibly make 
a fresh call for teiulers necessary in jus- 
tice to the other tenderers. 

During the past few weeks negotia- 
tions have been actively in progress and 
the impression here is that a definite 
aimouncemeut will be forthcoming 
shortly as the result of Sir Eichard Cart- 
wright's conference with ^Ir.

CECIL RHODES' PLUCK 

Pat to.a Crucial Test-Petitions for His Re- 
instatement as Premier of 
Cajie Colony. 

Lo.NDo.v, Sept. 20. — A petition for re- 
instating Cecil Rhodes as premier of 
Cape Colony hiiB, according to a Cape- 
town correspondent, been numerously 
signed in .Fohannesberg and vicinity 
without canvassing. Many German 
farmers signed. Wtien Mr. Rhodes 
went to the Matoppo hills to meet the 
Matabele chiefs and talk of peace un- 
armed ho was aecom])anied by only 
thirteen men. More than a huntlred 
young native warriors were present, all 
armed with Martini-Henri rifles and 
iiBBOgai (spears), and every white man 
concerned looked forward to it as in- 
volving a serious risk. Mr. Rhodes on 
the eve of his departure wrote several 
letters with his own hand, a most un- 
usual proceeding for hini. 

At the council, before starting, it was 
agreed that he should be shot by one of 
his own party rather than.be allowed to 
fall into the hands of the enemy should 
treachery be attempted. Those who 
questioned Mr. Rhodes' personal cour- 
age are now silent on that point. Even 
John Merriman, Mr, Rhodes' strongest 
political opponent, has written an apolo- 
getic letter to the principal South Afri 
can i^ewspapers in which . he 



Return of the " Grant "—Her Report 
of the Operations of 
the Season. 



Charges Afraiust the Seized Sealers 
—Catch About Half That 
of Last Year. 



Si!ATri.H, Sept. 20. — The U.S. revenue 
cutter Grant arrived iiere to-day, 9 days 
from Ounalaska. She is tho first of the 
Behring Sea fleet to come from the 
North this season and reports all well. 
The cutters cruising in the North Pacific 
Ocean and Behring Sea were the Wol- 
colt, (irant, Perry, Corwin, Rush and 
Bear, and up to the date of the disband- 
ing of the fleet they had cruised 79 
miles and boardrd sealing schooners 182 
times. The cruisers Satellite, Icarus 
and Pheasant, of the Pritiah navy, acted 
in conjunction with tbe American lleet. 
Seven sclioonera were seized during the 
summer for violating the regulations of 
the Paris award. The James G, Swan, 
of Port Towneond ; the Jane Grap, San 
Francisco ; tho Ainokaand Viva, Victoria, 
and the Beatrice of Vancouver were 
seized for being found within tbe closed 
area of 60 miles from the Pribyloff 
islands ; the Sitka of Juneau, for sealing 
in the North Pacific without a license, 
and the Aurora, of Victoria, for shoot- 
ing seals within Behring Sea. There 
were 5.") schooners engaged in sealing in 
Behring Sea after August 1, three-quar- 
ters of IhiMU being British vessels. The 
weather has been favoralilo for sealing 
but seais have been scarce and the aver- 
age catch has been little over that of the 
season of 1805. 

The Bear reached Point Barrow, clos- 
etl the relief station there and brought 
away the keepers. She also brought to 
Ounalaska Rev. Sheldon Jackson, Bishop 
Kowe of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, Ixjuis Scbloss, jr., and Rudolf 
Newmanii, of the Alaska Commercial 
Couipany, and the mate and eleven sea- 
meivOff the wrecked whaler Hidalgo, 
these last named being given free trans- 
portation by the revenue cutter to Pnget 
Sound and San Francisco. Upon 
tho disbandnient of the fleet the 
Bear and Grant were assigned to 
the Puget Sound station ; the Perry to 
the Columbia river station, tho Corwin 
to San Diego and the Rush to San Fran- 
cisco. The Wolcott was assigned tem- 
porarily to the Sitka station, and the 
I3ear will not leave Behring sea for an- 
other month. The Rush will remain at 
Sitka until the completion of the trial 
of the schooner Sitka. The Satellite and 
Icarus were still at Ounalaska on the de- 
parture of the Grant, Tlie Perry is ex- 
pected to reach Astoria in a. few days, 
having left on the same date as the Grant 
and Corwin, and will be in San Francis- 
co early in October.

Havana, Sept. 28— The Spanish press 
of Havana is tflscussing the proposition 
to expel from the island all Cuban ne- 
groes as soon as the triumph of Spanish 
arms shall be assured, and follow up 
this step by encouraging H'hito immigra- 
tion from the poorer provinces of the 
island. The negroes would be allowed 
to voluntarily embark for ports of the 
United StatcH and Central and South 
America, but failing to leave after a 
reasonable notice would bo forcibly 
transported in government ships to the 
coii it 01 Africa. With their departure, 
it is alleged, the future of the island 
would be assured. 

VA Cominer'jio, a Conservative Simnish 
organ, (lefends tlio blaclc man and niaiu- 
tains his right to remain unmolested, 
while certain J.,iberal jiapers give tacit 
approval to the pro])OBition for his ex- 
pulsion. Negro labor will bo indispens- 
able, the Commercio declares, in the 
agricultural reconstruction of the island 
after the war shall be finished, and the 
blame foi^ the present revolt, it says, can- 
not be laid exclusively at the black 
man's door, those really responsible be- 
ing tiie Cuban alien leaders, whites and 
mulattoes. 

Thirty-five Spanish volunteers, com- 
manded by Lieut. Romero, were sur- 
rounded by a superior force of insur- 
gents as they were leaving the town of 
Quivican. A desperate fightensued, the 
Spaniards attempt to cut their way 
through the rebels. The efforts were 
without avail, but the}' did not cease 
hting until twenty-three of their num- 
ber were killed and four wounded. 
Among the killed was Lieut. Romero. 
The volunteers who escaped report that 
evere losses were infljcted'.pn the rebels. 

Havana grocers, owners of clothing es- 
tablishments and cigar dealers, haye^ been.; 
placed under the same militi?ry supervi- : . 
ion as drug stores with regard to 'sales 
to retailers in the interior towns order- 
ing goods from the city. These in the 
future must bring or send a memoran- 
dum of the articles .required, to ^ be ap- 
proved by the local military command- 
ant. 

Troopshijis from Sfiain continue to en- 
ter port daily bringing reinforcements. 
About 27,000 men have been disembark- 
ed. Many of these are veterans of ■form- "t 
er campaigns and are expected to achieve 
better results than the recruits formerly 
brought over. They seem to be full of 
energy and enthusiasm and are anxious 
for the fray. 

The great floods in Pinar del Bio and 
along tbe western trocha are not alone 
paralyzing the local military movement 
in the west, but may also retard the car- 
rying into effect of the captain general's 
new plans for personal operations against 
Antonio Maceo. 

Nkw Youk, Sept. 20. — A special to the 
Herald from Santiago de Cuba says: 
Vice-Consul Hyatt has enteied an ener- 
getic protest in the case of Peter Riveri', 
an American, for maltreatment by Span- 
ish guerillas on the coflee estate. La Es- 
peranza, near St. Louis. During his 
protest to the Spanish ofhcer in command 
of the guerillas against the destruction 
of his fences .and property by the lat- 
ters's forces Rivery was abused 
and led out to be summari- 
ly shot, but was saved by the interven- 
tion of a Spanish scout, who 
vouched for Rivery's neutrality. Even 
then the guerillas, in defiance of the 
ofhcer's orders, brutally' beat 1-iivery 
with their machettes, and before leaving 
his plantation tore down the American 
flag waving over his residence, warning 
him not to display it again. 

All Americans, the guerillas said, were 
either mam bis cr rebel s))ies, and ought 
to be shot wherever found by the Spanish 
troops, Rivery was born in New Orleans. 
He is of French extraction, and came to 
Cuba some years ago to assume control 
of projierty left him by his grandfather, 
who died in Martini((ue. He is highly 
respected by the higher financial ele- 
ment, and is in nowise suspected of . 
sympathy with the revolution. The 
Spanish colonel in command at St, 
Louis apologized to Rivery for the out- 
rage done him, and exjiressed his per- 
sonal regret at the insubordination of 
the unruly guerillas in the field. 

A corres])ondent in Santiago de Cuba 
say.s that the Americinj prisoner?, Trank 
A. Grainonte and .Inlius Sanz, have been 
transferred from i\loi'o castle to the civil ■ 
jirison in tla; city, together with Gon- 
zales, a Venezuelan general, It'is ex- 
pected that they will all soon be cdllecl 
for trial. The Americans are visited 
frequently by Consul Hyatt or his de- 
puty consul, Provat, who represents 
them as well trisatedin the prison. , 

The Havana newspapers comineut 
with satisfaction unon the detention by 
Federal oflicials in 'the United States of • 
Cuban filibustering agents. El Dlario 
del Ejarirto, the Spanish army 
organ, applauds President Cleve- 
land's energetic manifestations of 
international sincerity, adding: "Spain 
can never forget these new proofs of good 
faith BO nobly displayed at Washington 
city by the executive."

Vancouveb, Sept. 29.— Chief of Police 
Ward has resigned.

His resignation haa 
been accepted. 

The music hall by-law has passed and 
will be made law when the fee has been 
fixed. 

NANAimO.

TRAIL CREEK. 

(Prom the Trail Creek News.J 
The development of Lookout ^foun- 
tain is going ahead rapidly, and many 
more companies are preparing to con- 
tinue extensive work through the win- 
ter. 

A new strike haa been made on l''orty- 
nine creek l)y VV. B. Leitch, J. A. Net- 
terfield and J. Brown. They have made 
ten locations. 

R. A. Wyllie, of Hamilton, Cnt., has 
some free milling gold quartz from a new 
Strike in this province. The strike is 
very rich and cannot help becoming one 
of the great producers of the country. 

Charlie Thonii)son came in from Wa- 
terloo on Wedneaday evening, and re- 
ports two very rich strikes, one l)einj; 
midway between the mouth of Cham- 
pion creek and Waterloo, and the other 
about one mile from the Apache claim, 
being a free milling proposition, from 
which they are now taking ore running 
from $45 to $100 per ton. 

The first shipment of eight tons of ore 
from the Promoatura mine at Cariboo 
creek was treated at the Trail smelter, 
the owner, B. G. Rodd, receiving $308.- 
47 net. 

ROSS LAIS D. 

(From Iho Rossln.nil Miner.) 

On Thursday there was exposed on the 
Red Mountain, one of the richest looking 
bodies of ore ever seen in this camp. 
The vein is about twenty inches wide. 

tu the Deer Park tlie men employed 
have noticed streaks of quartz coming 
into the solid mass of pyrrbotite. A test 
maile hipt Monday of this quartz which 
shows considerable molybdenum, yielded 
the following returns: $10, $28 and 
$100 in gold. The last assay is the Inah- 
oat ever had from the Deer Park. The 
seums of quartz have increased in 
size until a good share of the 
bottom of the shaft is in this ore. It 
now looks aa though the sbaft waa goiiiL' 
into a solid body of it. 

The Gopher haa been bonded to an 
l^aatern syndicate for 4^50, (X)0 on a siiort 
bond to John ifcMartin, who has also 
bonded the Prince o[ Wales and Trilby. 
Assays have been obtained on the Gopher 
up to .$35 in gold ami 11 per cent, cojiper. 
Tlie price of the Prince of Wales and 
Trilby was $20,000 cash. The showing 
on the first named of these is particular- 
ly line. 

A shot in the Imperial threw out o lot 
of very fine looking solid ore. 

The face of the drift on the Georgia is 
in almost a solid mass of the steel grey 
arsenical ore wliicli in this nuigliborhood 
has always run hii;h in g(/ld. 

The Mayflower haa opeiieil up a third 
vein of two feel, about twelve inches ol 
which is a carbonate ore running 100 
ounces in silver. 

The pay ledge has been cut by tlio 
lower tunnel of tlie Kveiiiiig .Star, which 
haa developed four feet of ore and will 
ship fifteen tons a day to the Trail 
smelter. 

The face of the Columbia and Koote- 
nay now sliows 15 feet of $22 ore. 

No. 1 shaft of the Phoenix is down 70 
feet, the bottom being in solid ore which 
as!!aya $22 per ton. 

The California Consolidated Go. has 
arranged for re-organization. 

Litigation on the Alberta having been 
disposed of this property is to be devel- 
oped at once. 

An excc(!dingly line surface showing 
haa liecn opened Uj) on the CoiiHolidaleit 
St. Elmo, and about'16 feet underground 
there is a showing of about 15 feet. 

The View vein in the Southern Belle 
shows good ore, assaying $2 in gold and 
17 per cent, copper. 

The east and west drifts upon tlie GO- 
foot station in the Currio shaft of the 
Galena Farm have each been driven 40 
feet and the winze is down 15 feet in the 
east drift. The face of both drifts and 
the bottom of t.he winze show a 12-toot 
ledge of high grade galena ore. There 
are S,O0O tons ol this ore in sight valued 
at $500,000. 

Kufus H. Pope, president of the Cali- 
fornia and Big Three companies, has ar- 
rived from the eaat. Since hia arrival 
the surveys of tlio Mascot and Eldorado 
have been completed and the surprising 
discovery was made that the Eldorado 
haa little or no ground. Mr. I'ope 
said: "The surveys of the Mas- 
cot and Eldorado have been 
completed and the result is that the 
Mascot absorbs all the valuable portion 
of the Eldorado. Fortunately for the 
Big Three mining company the Mascot 
is owned by myself. As president of the 
Big Three company I feel that it is my 
duty to SCO that the assets of the com- 
pany do not sud'er from the unexpected 
lesulta of this survey. I shall therefore 
tike the earliest opportunity of deeding 
to the Big'Three naliiing company that 



portion of the Mascot which was former- 
ly supposed to belong to the Eldorado." 

In the Delaware one day last week 
the men discovered a small aeam of ore 
in the face of the tunnel only eight feet 
from the point where it started under 
ground, and imt in a shot or two when 
fully two feet of line looking ore came 
to view. The ore is a quartz pyrrhotite, 
dark in color and very compact and 
heavy. Two careful assay tests made show 
.■f;50.80 and $41.00 in gold. Another as- 
say of a picked piece of ore went $S0 in 
gold. ^ 

The Golden Drip, adjoining the now 
famous 0. K., has been bonded to J. D. 
Warner for .$50,000. A tunnel has beeta 
run in about SO feet, and two or three 
lediies exposed. The ore is free milling, 
and olten carries gold visible to the eye. 
The ipiartz is easily adapted to milling, 
not carrying so much copper and galena 
as tlie quartz in the O. K. The first vein 
cut by the tunnel of the Gulden Drij) is 
about three feet wide and is of solid 
mottled quartz. This vein is capable of 
producing a line lot of ore from the 
start, and runs about $15 in gold. 

HOPE FOR CONSUMPTIVES. 

Tlie National Sanitarium Association Con- 
templating the Establishment of a 
Western Home. 

Mr. W. J. Gage of Toronto leaves for 
Mb Eastern home this morning after a 
pleasant visit to Victoria of several day a' 
duration. Mr. Gage was practically the 
founder aa well as the originator of the 
National Sanitarium Association, of 
which Sir Donald A. Smith is president 
and he is treasurer; and it ia in connec- 
tion with this practical philaiitliropiea 
jiroject that he ia at present touring the 
West. 

P.y way of explanation it may be stat 
ed tluit the sanitarium association wa: 
organized for the ))urpuse of aiding con 
suniplivea to regain their health, by pro- 
viding suitalde treatment and accommo 
dation at places where unusually dry air 
would facilitate their recovery. 

To secure such a refuge for the alllict- 
ed Mr, Gage presented $25,000, and Mr 
Massey adding to this a similar amount, 
a well-equipped sanitarium is now being 
established in the most charming and 
healthful part of picturesque Muako 
ka, the buildings including an adminis 
trative block with accommodation for 
twenty iiatients, and numerous artistic 
detached cottages, all the liuildings Ik;- 
ing conatructed, furnished and conduct- 
ed ao aa to make the sanitarium a de 
lightful home rather than a hospital. 

The railway lines by which the On 
tario instittition is reached have entered 
into an agreement with the association 
to provide free transportation thither for 
one hundred patients in each year and to 
isaue tickets at half the usual rate to all 
over this number ; while the general 
plan of operation aims to make the sani 
tarium self-maintaining with the cus- 
tomary aid from the government, the 
voluntaiy gifts of philanthropic friends 
of the i)ublic, and the receipts from pay 
patients — so that no aufl'erer, no matter 
liow limited his moans, ahall be denied 
a home and the best of treatment. 

It is now proposed that a second 
sanitarium be established in the West, 
at some point where, as in Kamloops 
the climatic conditions are highly favor 
able, and Mr. ».iage is at present looking 
over the ground with a view to the 
selection of a suitable site. He has re 
ceived theasauranco from President Van 
Home that the C.P.R. will give the same 
measure of railway aid that the JOastern 
institution receives ; the provincial gov 
ernment — like that of the Northwest 
Territories— has volunteered to place the 
sanitarium when established on the 
same basis as other hospitals; and H site 
will no doubt he provided free wherever 
it ia di'i-ideci to locate. The public and 
press of .Montreal are entering into the 
scheme with enthusiasm and the iiecea 
sary fuiuls to carry it through will be 
avaihible as soon as re(|uirecl. 

Tliu association is an entirely philan- 
ihropical organization apart from all 
sectarian influence, and having for its 
single object the assistance of suffering 
hum anity.

At yesterday's meeting of the Jubilee 
hospital directors to reconBider the 

special committee's report on the scheme 
providini,' for the various incdiciil 
practitioners in the city liiivinR each a 
share in ihe hospital practice, things 
looked a little bit liery for a while, but 
at last an amicable decision was reached 
somewhat unexpectedly, and peace and 
tranquillity once more prevail. Mr. 
H. D. Helmcken advocated that the 
scheme presented by the special com- 
mittee be not adopted, but submitted 
to the medical stair for their opinion. 
He could not eeo that the system at 
present in vogue was wronp, anil iio did 
not tliiuk that any liarni would Ijo ilono 
by a little furllier dt-luy, so that the 
opinion of the medical practitioners 
might l)e had, and he accordingly moved, 
seconded by iSIr. George Byrnes, " Tluit 
the report of the special coiiimitleo b 
not now adopted, but that further action 
be deferred for the purpose of having it 
referred to the medical staff for its en- 
dorsation or for any amendment thereto.' 

Mr. J. Stuart Vates considered the 
resolution proposed by Mr. Helmcken 
perfectly futile, as the committee had 
already consulted the medical men 
Mr. Helmeken's move was for nothing 
else than delay — to shelve the report. 

Mr. Helmcken took exception to this, 
saying that when it was proposed to 
make a cliange from one system to an- 
other it was only right that the opinion 
of the medical men should be asked. 

Mr. liavward in upholding the report 
remarked that the board sliould consider 
the financial aspect of the case. If it 
was to hu expected that the city of Vic- 
toria would give public funds to assist 
the hospital all tlie medical men in the 
city should have a chance to attend 
patients at the hospital. 

Mr. Dwyer pointed out the financial 
difliculties that the hospital was now 
laboring under and held that something 
must be done to induce the medical men 
in the city to work in harmony with the 
hospital. When public money was ex- 
pended on an institujtion that institution 
should be conducted in the best inter- 
ests of the public. The present system 
had failed, and he was in favor of the 
proposed change. Ho would, however, 
fall in with any better scheme if it were 
proposed. 

Mr. Penil)erton, as a compromise, sug- 
gested that Dr. Davie should be appoint- 
ed t^enior Piirgt'oii of tlie hosjutal in con- 
nection with l,he [iropo.^ed sclieme. Dr. 
Davie had done mucti for tlie hospital 
and his good work sh'iiild not be over- 
looked. 

Mr. Shotboll took a similar view of 
the caee, and Mr. Fluniurfelt expressed 
himself on the same line;', nleio proposing 
to ami.-nd the renort by opening the 
doors to all medical men on the staff to 
treat their free patients in the hospital. 
Ue stated his intention of supporting 
Mr. Helmeken's motion unless some 
amendment were made to the report 
along tlie lines he suggested. He had 
that very morning seen several mcdiital 
me:i in regard to the matter and found 
that they were not altogether in favor of 
the plan as outlined in the report. 

Mr. Wilson wanted to know what 
right Mr. Flumerfelt hud to constitute 
himself a committee of one to interview 
the doctors. 

Mr. Fluinerfolt — " tOvery right." 

Mr. \\ iU(jii lliought not, in view of 
the report of the special committee. Did 
not Mr. Flumerfclt consider that the 
members of the committee were truth- 
ful? 

Mr. Flumerfelt explained that he had 
not questioned tlie veracity of the com- 
mittee. He had simply interviewed the 
medical men with a desire to find if they 
would agree to some siigge.Htion to har- 
monize matters. 

Jlr. lleliiieken brought a bout a change 
in the debate by volunteering to with- 
draw his motion altogether and to give 
the proposed system a six months' 
trial. 

Mr. Yates was in favor of aiuiepting 
the olive braneh held out by Mr. Ilelinc- 
ken. With si.\ months' trial they would 
he able to nee liDU- the new plan worked. 

Mr. HeluK-keii 's motion being with- 
drawn, Mr. fi'lumerfelt moved 

"That the j:e.j)(jrt be adopted with the 
following amendment: Tiiat all the med- 
ical practition-irs on the siatT be permit- 
ted to treat their patients in the pubhe 
wards, if theyeo desire, at all times, and 
the report so amended be in force for s'ik 
months." 

Mr. Crimp fell in with Mr. Flumer- 
felt's views, but objection was taken to 
the niDtiou as too radical by Meaara. 
Hayward ami Yates. 

Mr. ilayward .move<l in amendment: 
" That the spHifial i:oniinittee'H report bo 
adopted, to take eUcct for six months 
from October 1." 

This amendmeat was lost on a divi- 
sion, and the resolution moved by Mr 
Flamerfelt was then carried, and the 
meeting adjourned.

In a widely circulated 
pamphlet entitled " The truth about 
vaccination, " he sought to cruah all op- 
position, and if his statements and 
figures could have been supported they 
would have gone far to do so. 

The royal commission afforded Dr. 
Hart a splendid opportunity in this di- 
rection, of which, ot course, he hastened 
to avail himself? Not a bit of it; ho 
most distinct ly '• funked," and in si)ite 
of constant iriinical invitatioiiH from the 
iinti-vaecinatui-H he declined to appear for 
exaiiiination. This has natur.iily been 
)Urce of great emliarra.sBmeut to his 
friends and eouteiui)nrarii'H, one of the 
latter, a most orthodox journal, warning 
him sigmlicaiilly that if he diil ncjt ap- 
l)ear before the comiuiaaion to defend 
' the truth ahoiilvaccination" his aubse- 
]uent writiu'^a on the subject would be 
simply HO much waste naper. Judged 
in tlie light of these particulara then, 
the editorial utterances of the Kritish 
Medical Journal must be accepted with 
serious qualifications So much for 
Huckinghain — I beg pardon — Dr. Ernest 
Hart. \V,M. GiiKKJ.

INDEFFNITE AS USUAL. 

If Mr. Foster expected to draw tlie 
Government out into nay kind of a de- 
finite declaration as to what is to be its 
trade policy he must have been disap- 
pointed. Sir Bichard Qartwright, who 
replied to the ex-Minister of Finance, 
was as careful as Mr. Laiirier himself 
could be to sivy nothing definite. The 
country is to be kept in a state of uncer- 
tainty for nearly a year longer as to 
what the trade policy of the Govern- 
ment is to be. The loose statementa 
made by Sir Bichard Cartwright and 
Mr. Laurier can be considered in no 
sense a declaration of policy. They may 
mean anything or nothing at ail, as it 
suits tliu interedts of the members of the 
Government to iiiteijiret tlieni. The 
plain truth seems to be that the Govern- 
ment themselves do not yet know what 
their policy is to be. They are wait- 
ing to see how the cat jumps. Mr. 
Fielding's Commission may find out 
the state of public opinion in the 
country, ijarticularly in the Liberal 
party, with respect to iirotection and 
free trade, and having obtained the in- 
formation they were appointed to fish 
for, the Government will frame its policy 
as expediency dictates. It is evident 



The promise that injury will be done to no 
class of the people is not worth a mo- 
ment's consideration, for the policy 
which Sir Richard might regard as 
perfectly free from injury to any class, 
the men composing several classes 
might regard as perfectly ruinous to 
them. 

The following is the- Hon. Mr. Foster's 

motion : 

That since 1879 the Liberal party in 
Canada has, in the main, evinced un- 
compromising hostility to the principle 
and practice of protection as applied to 
the producing interests of Canada; that 
during this period the leaders and organs 
of the party have from time to time ad- 
vanced. 

(a) Commercial union with the United 
States. 

(b) Continental free trade. 

(c) Uiuestricted reciprocity with tlie 
United State.s witli discri ruination against 
Great Britain and other countries. 

(d) Free trade as practised in Great 
Britain, and 

(e) Tariff for revenue only in which 
there slioukl be iio.veatige of protection. 

That the autlioritative platform of 
the Liberal party in 1893 declared that 
the customs tariff of the Dominion 
should be bused, not as now upon the 
protective principle, which it denounc- 
ed as radically unsound and unjust to 
the niaeses of the jieople ; and resolved 
as the conviction ot the party that any 
tariff changes based on tliat principle 
iiiiidt fail to all'ord any siiliPlantial relief 
from the burdens under which the coun- 
try labors. That the Government, 
through its leaders baa announced its 
deteriiiiiialii)n not to introduce any 
measure dealing with the tarill' 
during the present session. That 
the ])latforni of tlie Liberal party and 
the utterances of the leader of the 
party, and its principal organs and 
supporters have led the country to be- 
lieve that a radical change is imminent 
in the principle upon which the revision 
of the tadir is to be baset). That the un- 
certainty and delay consequent upon 
these announcements will result in great 
disturbances in business, and serious 
loss to the commercial and producing in- 
terests oi the country. That this House, 
while willing to allow reasonable time to 
fulfill details, is of the opinion that a de- 
claration of the princii)lo upon which tlie 
Government jiropose to base their tarifV 
revision should be at once made. And 
that no tarifl' will be wise or satisfactory 
whicli does not proceed upon the basis of 
adequate and suflicient i)rotectiou for 
the interests of the country. 



as it ought to have been, very 
little time would have been lost 
and very little expense incurred. 
Besides, after traffic waB< partially' re- 
sumed the City Council would have had 
plenty of time to consider what next was 
to be done. But the Council, instead of 
doing promptly what could easily have 
been done to repair the mischief, with 
an iueiititude and a wronglieadedness 
which it is impossible to account for, be- 
gan committing a series of blunders 
of which no one can yet see 
the end or the results. 

At this moment it seems as if there 
was no chf uce of soon having even par- 
tial communication by bridge with Vic- 
toria West nnd Esquimalt. The railway 
bridge will soon be closed to trallic, and 
then what are the public to do? Why 
cannot the City Council do now what 
they ought to have done immediately 
after the bridge disaster? Wliy cannot 
they mend the old bridge? It would 
not reciuire a great deal either of time 
or money to construct a temporary way 
strong enough for ordinary traffic. Even 
if Dr. Hanington's practical suggestion 
were adopted a great boon wpuld be 
conferred upon the citizens. Neither 
the Hon. Mr. Tarte nor anyone else 
could interfere with the Council if they 
undertooU to reiiair the old bridge and 
the need tjf restoring communication is 
so great and so urgent that the City 
Council must see that something ought 
to be done and that at once.

STlLh IN DIFL^ICULTIES, 

The Barriers to Building the Pile Bridge 
Are Not Yet Cleared Away. 

I'lleven o'clock yesterday w;ia the time 
set for the heurint; of the application of 
ihe Coiisoliilaleil Railway Cuiiipaiiy lor 
an injiinolion to rcatrain the city from 
proceedinK with the conatrtictioii of the 
Point Ellice pile bridso, the structure 
not being intended for tramway traflic. 
Wlieii the i;asc was called, however, Mr. 
U. DuboisJMason, tlie city solicitor. asked 
Mr. Juatice Walkem, who was on the 
bench, to grant an adjoamiueut. The 
notice and affidavits had only been served 
on the city the previous night, Mr. 
Mason urged, and lie had not been given 
time to proiierly prepare his defence. 
Besides, Mr. Taylor, the city barrister, 
was away and Mr. Mason wanted to give 
bini time to return before the application 
was heard. 

Mr. Dull', who with Mr. (i. H. Bar- 
nard apjieared for the Consolidated 
Kailwaj' Ooiiijiany, objected to tliis long 
delay. The reason special leave was 
asked to have the hearing at once was 
that the city was about to proceed 
with the construction of a bridge wliicli 
did not provide for the accouiiiiodation 
of tramway traflic. This was a clear 
breach of the tramway charter, which 
distinctly laid. down that the company 
bad the right to run across all bridges in 
the city. 

Mr. .Justice Walkem held, however, 
that the city had a right to a little time 
to prepare for the hearing of the ajipii- 
cation, and lu-cordingly adjourned the 
application for three days. 

In the nieiuitime other legal difficul- 
ties are not being smoothed away for the 
city. It was at lirst understood that the 
lieforin Aesociation would allow their 
injunction against the buildiiig of the 
pile briilge to drop, but a hitch has oc- 
curred as the city objects to paying the 
costs and the Reform Association, it is 
understood, makes tlie payment of costs 
the condition of abandoning the in- 
junction. Then again, some of the proj)- 
erty-liolder.s who signed the petition to 
tlie city council some time ago asking 
for the construction of a steel and stone 
bridge, say that they wish now to with- 
draw their names. When they signed, 
they did bo with the idea that the city 
would repair the old Point Ellice, Ijridge 
sufiiciently for ordinary traflic and use it 
until the stone and steel liriilge was 
built.

of tbe real property in the city has first 
been iireaenleil to the city council. 

'I'iarks has post- 
ed a notice that he will move at the next 
council nieeling for leave to introduce a 
by-law to raise .tI50, (1(10 to build a per- 
manent briilge of stone and slecl.

Mr. Foster Inquires as to tbe 
Fiscal Policy of the 
GoTernment. 



Imperative Necessity of Veiinite lu- 
foi'iuatiou iu View of tlie 
Existing: Unrest. ' 

1^0. Doubt as to the Views of the 
< Conservatives on This Im- 
portant Question. 



■ In the House of Commons on tlie 22nd 
instant Hon. Mr. Foster on motion to go 
into committee of supply introduced his 
trade policy resolution with a long and 
comprehensive apeeob, in which lie dealt 
with the hietoriea of the two parties 
on this question for the last ei|,'iiteen 
years. He said he desired to ask tlie at- 
tention of the House for a little time 
'irhile he brought within its purview a 
matter of very considerable importance 
at any time, but which at the present 
moment seemed to take on even a i^ieator 
degree of importance tluvii usual. He 
referred to the tariirfiiiestion, or rather to 
the legislation with reference to the tariff 
which it was evidently the intention of 
the government to introduce at the next 
session of parliament. The importance 
of this question was not, ho conaiilered, 
at all diminished by the fact that Cana- 
da was at present a young, growing and 
developing country. There was nothing, 
he supposed, which came within the 
range of jiovernnient action about which 
the peojtle expected, and rightly ex- 
pected,

as to the policy of any party, and if a 
change was impending greater ileiinite- 
ness with reference to that change, than 
in the matter of tarilT legislation. By 
an examiDation of tbe history of govern- 
ments in civilfzed countries of modern 
date it would be found that there never 
had been any very long period of uncer- 
tainty with regard to the position occu- 
pied by any political {)arty on the (pies- 
tion of the tarill'. It was therefore that 
considerntion, the principle u])oii which 
tlie tariir would be revised, and the time 
at which it should be revised, which 
brought him to make these remarks. 
But there ts'as another reason, and that 
was the somewhat widesnreaJ though 
quiet epidemic which had been raging 
among lion, gentlemen oppoaite, which 
had attacked the leaders of the govern- 
ment, and which seemed to liave result- 
ed in amost extraordinary loss of mem- 
ory am6ng those leaders. (Opposition 
applause.) Well understood lines of 
policy which had been repeated again 
and again in various sections of the 
country seemed to have utterly faded 
from the memories of tlie hon. gentle- 
men oppoaite, and he therefore felt it 
his duty to bring

which would set out as shortly aa pos- 
sible the difl'erenr promiaee made by 
hon. gentlemen opposite with reference 
to the tariff iu the hist five years. First, 
with reference to the attitude of the 
Liberal party on tliia (pieation for tin; 
last eighteen yeara ho thought he could 
say without fear of contradiction that 
there had been one line upon wliicti that 
party had been fairly consistent, aiul 
wliicli had for all tfiat time been run- 
ning through their resolutions and plat- 
form speeches, and that had been tlieir 
unconiproniiHing hostility to the system 
of tariff jirotection as applied to the. fis- 
cal policy of the country. It was shown 
during the period from 1874 to 1878, dur- 
ing which they had administered the af- 
fairs of the country. - Again, when Sir 
John A. Macdonald and his party ex- 
pressed their determination, sliould they 
cain power, to place upon the statute 
book tiie principle of protection, they 
had developed a strong opposition hotii 
to the princi|)le and to the practice, ft 
was true tliat there had lieen certain 
members who had to he brought into 
line. Tlie present leader of the govern- 
ment (Mr. Laurier) had at that time 
avowed liiinself, botli in and outside of 
parliament, as a believer in the princi- 
ple and 

I'KAirrrci: of i'U(jtkction', 
and in this respect he had been followed 
by tlie irieiiiber for North Norfolk (Mr. 
Charlton), and the present lueniber for 
North Grey (Mr. Paterson), both of 
whom had held very strong views, and 
wlio had given their adhesion to the i)ro- 
teetive ])riiiciplea as applied to the tarill' 
of the country, giving also their reasons 
for their belief. It had not been long 
afterward when all these gentlemen had 
changed their belief, coming to the con- 
clusion that their early principles had 
been wrong, and that they must adopt 
the opposite view. This they liad done, 
and in a very few years they had been 
found among the strongest oiiponents of 
jirotection iu the House, consiHtently 
voicing their opjiosition, and exproHsing 
their belief in the opposite doctrine, 
wliatever that doctrine might happen at 
the time to lie, and at various times put- 
ting their views in concrete form in the 
shape of reHolutiona. Jhit although, in 
their expressions on the floor of the 
House, they had been a unit atiaiiist tlie 
principle of protection, it was found that 
ever and anon, in dillerent se<:tioiiK of 
the country, gentlemen acknowledging 
the leadership of the party opjioaite were 
yet saying that when they came to

tliey would not ho found adverse to the 
protective principle, th;it manufacturers 
and producers need have nothing to 
fear, and that when it came to a re- 
vision of the tarilT next year, the coun- 
try would find that that principle would 
not he destroyed or eradicated from the 
statutes of the cotintrv. It was there- 
fore necessary that the House should 
hear the statements of the f.iberal 
leaders, statements so clear and definite 
that it was impossible for the country to 
read them without coming to the belief 
that when they came to revise the tariff 
they could not consistently permit the 
Bystein of protection to continue. Jlr. 
Foster next inv'ited the attention of the 
House to the past utterances of Mr. 
Laurier, Sir Kicliard Oartwright, Mr. 
Davies and other Liberal leaders with 
respect to protection. Ho read extract 
after extract from the speeches of those 
gentlemen, in which protection was re- 
ferred to by one or other as a system of 
Jegaliaed robbery, and one that would | 



be speedily terminated when the Liberals 
got into power. But he need not quote 
further, he said, in order to show that 
the Jjiberal party was on record as 
determinedly opposed to the principle 
and t he practice of protection. Not un- 
til 188" were there signs of a change in 
the attitude of the

with refereiii'o to this niattei. Then 
Mr. lOdward lihike perceived that when, 
after a leiigtlieueil perioil of debate and 
discussion, the country had accepted a 
great liaoal policy, and, after the busi- 
neaa interests of the coutitry had been 
worked out on the basis of that policy, 
it became those in opoosition to it to 
consider very carefully whether or not 
they ought not to accept the will of the 
people as expressed in favor of the prin- 
ciple of protection, and limit thbmselves 
simply to seeking modifleations of the 
tariir in the direction wherein it might 
be considered to bear too tieavily upon 
certain sections of the community. Af- 
ter 1887, however, the loiulera of the 
Liberal party took the bit in their teeth, 
and deteriiiined to have catch words for 
their policy, soinetliing brand new which 
urged as a positive [lolicy on their ijart 
might serve to break down the protec- 
tion wbicli they had so long opposed, 
llereupou commenced that devious and 
winding search on the jiart of the Lib- 
erals for theatrical policies, (or names 
that would be attractive, and policies 
which they could put forward as an an- 
tidote to or substitute for the

Mr. Foster then tlwelt in auccepsion on 
the poliides of commercial unio.i, con- 
tinental free trade and unrestricted re- 
ciprocity wdiich had been adopted by 
the Liberal party. Incidentally, lie re- 
ferred to Sir Kicliard Oartwright's 
famous letter to the Loudon Economist, 
when the Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce interjected an approving " Hear, 
hear." Mr. Foster said he was able to 
see that ^ Sir Richard Oartwright's 
memory was still very fresh with respect 
to that interesting episode in his career. 
Proceeding, Mr. Foster pointed out that 
as late as the present year Sir Hicdiard 
Cartwriijht had proclaimed himself a 
believer iu unrestricted reciprocity with 
Great Dritain, and he went on to 
show that even the Liberals themselves 
admitted that the adoption of such a 
policy involved discrimination against 
the United States and other countries. 
This propaganda for free trade as they 
have it in Eiiglainl had for its godfather 
the present leader of the government. 
That gentleman, Mr. Foster believeii, 
was a theorist, who was not so much 
possessed of a conviction as to what was 
best for the country in the matter of a 
fiscal policy as with a desire in an aca- 
demic way to get a strilcing theory wbicli 
he might propound to the country in 
order to catch the attention of the 
people, leaving himself stranded upon 
the

which he must meet as soon as he should 
launch his barque in the troubled waters. 
(Opposition applause.) i\Ir. Laurier's 
speeches of 18!);;, '04 and '"Jo had been 
based upon that theory, and Mr. I'oster 
quoted from various addresses of the 
Premier's in Hamilton, in Winnipeg and 
elsewhere in which that policy had been 
propounded in the strongest possible 
manner. Then Mr. Laurier had coupled 
with that doctrine the absurd and impos- 
sible acconiiianiinentof a free reciprocity 
treaty witlithe United States, promising 
that on tlie day he came to poweraconi- 
miasion would be sent to Waahington to 
negotiate a treaty. Then again, wlien 
the protests against his free trade theo- 
ries began to jionr in from hia followers, 
he had added the modification that, 
although he favored free trade, yet they 
could not expect to attain it for the next 
thirty-eight or forty yeara. Now, after 
all these changes what was their policy 
to-day ? The country knew what it had 
been, they knew what it should be, hiit 
hon. gentlemen opposite had developed 
so unfortunate a facility for quick and 
rapid changes that even to-day there 
was doubt in the minds of ineu who be- 
lieved them most thoroughly as to whe- 
ther or not they prt/iioaed to carry out 
either the one or the oilier of these

which they had defined iu tbe past. The 
only point upon which the house could 
be certain was that there was to be a re- 
vision of the tariff, -and that the govern- 
ment were going t<- make an atteiiijit to 
obtain unrestricted reciiirocity witli the 
United States, with its necessary con- 
coiiiitant of discriiiiinatioii a^'uinst tireat 
iirit.aiii and every ot her i^ountry. (Gp-

Mr. Foster believed that when the gov- 
ernment came to revise the tariff they 
would abide by their pledges, and re- 
move from it every vestige of protec- 
tion. For twenty-four years the Lib- 
erals bad been building up that senti- 
ment, and he could not believe that 
public men would so far forget their 
tenets and their statements as to draw 
back. No party in Fngland could live 
for a single hour that would j(|lo so, and 
yet there were sitting opposite to him 
men who were here to support the gov- 
ernment, and who yet said that the 
principle of protection was not to ho 
taken away from the induatrics of Uan- 
ada by the goveriinieiit. (Opposition 
aiiplause.) It would, he hehl, be t!ie 
worst passage ever written in the his- 
tory of Canada if an opposition, after 
twenty-four years, refused to put into 
efl'ect when they came ' into power the 
tenets which they had so long and per-

The conditions 
of competition were all known, and had 
been so strong and vigorous in Canada 
for years past on those plans that it had 
reduced tlie cost to the consumer in all 
cases to the amallest profit on the trans- 
actions over and above the coat of raw 
material and of manufacture. (0|)posi- 
tion applause.) On a competition known 
and stated and experienced for many 
years, the inanufactiirera might well lay 
"their i)lans and go on witli their work. 
If, however, tlie walla of i)rotection were 
struck, the competition was rendered 
more intense and new conditions were 
introduced. Capital in this country 
might cost six per cent., but manufac- 
turers in other countries could get it for 
three and a half or twp and three-quar- 
ters per cent. Our manufacturers would 
have to meet the competition of those 
who only paid for their coal one-half 
what the former did. Abolish protec- 
tion and Oanadifln manufacturer-^ would 
have to

of manufacturers in countries where the 
scale of waees was one-half, even one- 
fifth and one-tenth of what it waa here. 
Thus the removal of protection would 
bring our manufacturers face to face 
with a competition which it would be 
imposeible fur them to successfully meet, 
such were tlie conditions. There were 
men who toiled from early morn till late 
at nigh*:, although the minister of rail- 
ways and canals had no particular love 
for'that kind of creature at all— (Opposi- 
tion lanahter and cheers) — and when 
tliere were industries in this country 
which to the tune of one hundred mil- 
lion dollars of wages gave tliein bread 
and butter, those workiiigmen would 
liave something to say regarding the 
oi)eiiing of Canadian industries to the 
comjietition of the outside world witliont 
a vestige of protection. Tliey would ask 
the leader of tiie government wliother 
knowing the principle upon wliich he 
intended to proceed, it wasriglit for him 
to keep the country in suspense and 
thereby strike at tlie very means those 
workingmen had for earning their bread. 
(Opposition applause.) The farmers, 
whoso home market was increased by 
the National Policy, and worth to them 
at least forty or forty-flve million dollars, 
looked to the I'rime Minister, and de- 
sired to know whether the manufactur- 
inp industries 

WOULD \\v. SritUCK DOW.S 

because, if so, that home market would 
be greatly lessened in value. The manu- 
facturers with $400,000,000 invested 
where it could not be withdrawn, at a 

moment's notice desired to know if it 
was right, in order to suit party pur- 
jiu.ses or party tactics, they should he 
kept on tfio ragged edge of suspense for 
six or eiglit months longer, to the loss of 
the cajiital that was in abeyance and to 
tlie utter negation of the fresh employ- 
ment of caiiital in producing business in 
tliis country until tiie existing doubt and 
uncertainly were settled. A man might 
say many tilings during the mad rush 
and fever of a campaign, but when he 
came to his sober senses and was face to 
face with a monument of industry, de- 
vised by one of the strongest minds that 
this country ever saw, laid on the strong 
and broad foundations of the building up 
of a great Canadian nationality, endorsed 
by the people at successive elections, 
and not juonounced against in the last 
election, Mr. Foster did not think it was 
too late to a]ii)eal to the I'irat Minister, 
although the inatrnmeiit was ready, and 
altiiough his hand was uplifted, not to 
strike.

Whatever 
difl'erences prevailed amongst the gov- 
ernment upon their questions of policy, 
surely there could not be the least doubt 
aa to the principle upon which they in- 
tended to proceed in revising the tariff. 
But no matter what uncertainty pre- 
vailed with respect to the Liberal policy, 
there was no doubt as to what the Con- 
servative policy was. 

Mr. Oampbell— What is it?

After Almost Foiinderiug' iu the 
Straits Slie Sinks Hear 
Point Wilson. 



A Dense Black Fog Prevailed While 
the Whistle Failed 
to Souud. 



PoKT TowNSBXD, Sept. 29.— ( Special)— 
The American steamship "Umatilla, ply- 
ing between Puget Sound ports and San 
Francisco, after almost foundering in the 

Straits, was run ashore at Point Wilson 
at H:15 o'clock this luoniiiig and 
is considered to Ije almost a 
total wreck. Slic struck a submerged 
rock near where the bark David lioadley 
was wrecked some years ago, lost sis- 
teen feet of her keel and tore a ragged 
hole in her bottom through which the 
water poured in torrents. The passeng- 
ers bad a narrow escape from being com- 
pelled to embark in small boats and 
leaving the vessel to founder in the 
middle of the straits. 

Tlie Umatilla left Victoria shortly 
after midnight in charge of Capt. H. H. 
Lloyd, a pilot of twenty years experi- 
ence, and Capt. J. C. Hunter, the sbip's 
commander. The weather was densely 
h)igy and in a strong ebb tide tiie 
steaniei' headed for Port Townsend. Slie 
had landed over hslf of 'her passengers 
and a large portion of tlie freight at 
Victoria. At intervals the whistle was 
regularly sounded, but the course from 
N'icloria does not bring the ship near 
any headlands, consequently only a very 
dim echo could be heard. In thick 
weather a steamer is always coursed by 
the coui])ass, log and eeho of fog whistle. 
The ebb tide sweeping down on the port 
beam of the steamsliip swung her a 
point or two oil' tlie course, heading the 
vessel directly towards the wrecked liark 
Hoailley, three-rpurths of a mile west of 
hoint Wilson, that was in proximity to 
a very low neck of land wliich 
lies behind the abrupt blnfl' that 
commands Point Wilson. Tbesounding 
of the whistle broiigbtback no echo. 

From the top of Jlorgan's hill, the 
background of Port TownBcnd, through 
the thin mist overhanging a dense bank 
of black fog, could slightly bediscovercd 
the brightness of electric lights. Then, 
too, to add to the unfortunate condition 
of allairs, it is alleged that the fog whistle 
in Point Wilson was not blowing. Many 
masters of vessels coming into port 
lately have made similar complaints, 
while ot her masters have averred that 
the wlii.stle was blowing regularly. The 
passengers, baggage and perishable 
freight were landed. 

AVhen the steamer City of Kingston 
passed the Uniatillii yesterday the latter 
was half full of water, the tables in her 
dining saloon being completely sub- 
merged.

THE " WILD SWAN " TOO. 

Her Majesty's Sloop of War Reported On 
Shore Not Far From Callao. 

It is not alone in the fog-shrouded 
waters of British Columbia that ground- 
ing is jeopardizing the safety of those 
who go to the sea in ships, for yesterday 
liroiiglit the news that somewhere on 
the .South American coast 11. .M.S. Wild 
Swan had ('onie to grief and was in need 
of iniinediatc a.Hsistaiice. 

The lir.st intimation of this disaster 
was contained in tidegra])liic dispatches 
to Rear .-Vdmiral I'alliser, the contents: 
of which are of course wilhiield, hut in 
conseciuence of which 11. M.S. Couius 
wasordered to prej'Mre for sea imraedi- 
ately, .^he had been intended to 
sail for Honolulu shortly, but in 
stead she will now proceed soutl 
to-morrow morning and render any .scr 
viee that she can to her iiuhn^ky com 
panion ship. .At lir.sl rc])Ort ycsterdav 
it was lielieved that the Swan had gon 
aground on Binootli bottom, not. far from 
Callao, and would not be seriously in- 
jured; later in the evening, however, 
the report was current that; she liai 
struck a rock at the en trance to Calhi' 
harbor, while under iiraetieally ful 
ai)eed,and had been injured past repair. 

This is very possibly an exaggeration, 
but in any event the Swan's damages 
must be serious to necessitate ao radical 
a change in the Comas' jilans and so 
li urried preparations for sending her to 
the scene of mishap. 

The Wild Swan la at present the baby 
of the N^orth Pacifie squadron, being a 
screw sloop of but 1,130 tons and LH.P. 
.SOO N.D. She has been cruising in south- 
ern waters for some months past but 
was shortly to letnrn to Msquinialt.

Capt. H. R. Foot is back from a trij) 
in the steam schooner Mischief to the 
north end of the island, whither he went 
with several families who are to become 
pioneer members of an important Danish 
colony. All express themselves as 
thoroughly satisfied with the prospects 
before them. Ilaving landed these set- 
tlers the Mischief continued on her way 
from the eastward to Qualsino, where 
she delivered a considerable quantity of 
store supplies. , It was Capt. li"'oot'8 first 
visit to the place since the trip when 
he heard of the prebistorii! foot prints 
discovereil by storekeeper Leeson. 
Naturally he made further iiicj^uiries but 
ascertained nothing except that 
Dr. G. M. Dawson, director of 
tlie geological survey, Ottawa, had 
I written, asking for particulars of 
the discovery. The Doctor in his letter 
discredited the newspaper reports, being 
inclined to the opinion that the snpjxis- 
ed impressions were nothing but a freak 
iu organic formation. Here is where the 
Doctor's theory differs from that of the 
Indians. The natives know of no foot 
marks at Quatsino, hut they locate them 
elsewhere. Two, which are very dear to 
tbeni, are said to be located, the one on 
the extreme point of Cape Scott and the 
other on Cape Scott island, five miles 
distant, reiiresenting in the former in- 
stance the imi)res8ion of a right foot and 
in the other a left foot, both being iicr- 
fectly formed. The step of live miles is 
taken to suggest the passage of the Deity, 
when, after stocking Vancouver Island 
with animals, the next island to the 
westward received attention. Captain 
Fool is not in the habit of making matri- 
monial engagements when he embarks ou 
a vox age to the West .Goaat, but his 
next trip will'mean much for tao young 
peojile at Quatsino. These are Mr. Fred 
S()eck and Miss Nordstrom, the daugh- 
ter of the leader of the Norwegian colon- 
ists ; Capt. Foot on his return to Quat- 
sino has been commissioned to carry 
minister and license and sundrj' other 
essentials to the celebration of the first 
marriage solemnized at Quatsino. Thick 
fog and smoke, with an atmosphere il- 
luminated at tunes by great forest fires, 
marked the trip of the Mischief just 
completed. Calling at several logging 
cainpa in Johnston Straits, Capt. Foot 
heard of numerous boating accidents, 
and also of important losses of valuable 
timber by fire. On hia return home the 
Captain pixssed the Boacowitz, Thistle 
and Tees, all bound North. 
He also spoke the Seattle 
fishing schooner Klsedo, a mile and a 
halt fiom shore. She was also hound 
north, being destined for Bull harbor, 
Hoop island, to carry on her fishing op- 
erations in Canadian territory. The Mis- 
chief's passengers include several jiros- 
pectors who have been engaged working 
in the black sand on the coast of Van- 
couver Island between Cape ^cott and 
Cape Cormorant. The list ia as follows ; 
T. Gunderson, C. A. Beale, 0. Beale, jr.^ 
II. Olson, 0. Nelson, W. Watson and 
11. LawBon. 

THB FOG AGAIN HANGS TlilCJC. 

The density of the fog yesterday morn- 
ing may well be imagined when it is 
stated that not a craft left port until 9 
o'clock. .-Vt that hour the Charmer, R.

From Atlanfic to Pacific the C.P.Il. 
Operators Have Forsaken 
Their Posts. . , 



The Grievance Purely Eastern- 
Sympathetic Strikes By Train- 
> ' men Imminent. 



Will the trainmen or the commercial 
operators in the company's employ join 
with the railway telegraphers in their 
strike instituted yesterday, ia the ques- 
tion the oflicials of the C.P.R. are anxi- 
ously asking — for herein lies the fate of 
the strike. Without the support of the 
closely aaaociated crafts, the hastily ini- 
tiated campaitrn of the telegraphers 
against the company will undoubtedly 
bo short-lived and ineffectual; should 
the disaflection spread and the strongly 
organized locomotive engineei-s and lire- 
men, the brotherhood of conductors and 
the commercial operators forsake their 
posts insymjiatby, the battle will asHiime 
a much more serious aspect and, what- 
ever the final outooirie, trade and traflic 
interests must necessarily sutler. -Vs 
yet neither the commercial stall' — 
those who handle the jiresa re 
jiorts and the business am 
private meaeages passing over the com 
pany's wires — nor the trainmen, have 
replied to the strikers' appeal for sup- 
port, and by them the question at issue 
will most probably be determined. 

Here in the West the strike conies very 
much in the nature of a snrjirise, the 
complaint being one arising in the Eaat 
and the orders for the strike being issued 
from the Kastern headquarters in conse- 
quence. At present some 1,000 odd rail- 
way operators are affected, including 
agents at the smaller stations ou the 
C.P.R. main and branch lines between 
Halifax and Vancouver, and embracing 
some 300 operators west of Winnipeg. 
The demand of the strikers ia 
said to be for the adoption of a 
standard minimum wage of .'faO 
per month, this being considerably more 
than some of the Eastern staff have been 
receiving though $5 less than the salary 
of the lowest paid operator on the 
Western lines. Heretofore wages have 
been regulated almost entirely by the 
amount of work to be handled; the im- 
portance of the point from a railway 
standpoint; tite measure of responsi- 
bility falling upon the operator; the 
climatic conditions and cost of living at 
Ills station; and other similar circum 
stances. 

The responsibility of their work is of 
course made a stro'ng point of by the 
strikers, who assert that the policy of 
the railway company to employ cheap 
men at points along their Eastern 
lines -where little business is ob- 
tained has had a constantly growing 
tendency to lower the standard 
of efficiency and thereby imperil the 
safety of the travelling public. This is 
dwelt upon by the strikers' committee 
in justiticalion of their action, which 
they assert would not have been taken 
had the oflicials of the company shown a 
disposition to treat reasonably with their 
representatives. They now ask not only 
for a uniform wage scale, but for extra 
pay for Sunday work and an annual 
holiday for men of the regular staff. 

Up to- last evening it was estimated 
that about 600 operators had obeyed the 
striking order, the places of some 100 
being promptly filled by the company, 
and the general impression being in 
railway circles that the strike be- 
ing premature and ill-advised would 
end most unsatisfactorily to the strikers. 
The local effects of the strike were brielly 
summarized in a couple of "notices lo 
the public " which yesterday adorned 
the doors of the Victoria office and which 
read as follow s : 

" Owing to the strike of the railroad 
telegraphers, business for all main line 
points can only be accepted subject to 
indefinite delay. All the main line olfi- 
(^es— except Donald, Revelstoke, Kam 
liiojis, ,\shcroft and Cariboo points — are 
practic^ally clo'^ed. Ihiaincss for Koote 
nay points cannot be iiccepted excejit to 
be transferred via .Seattle and Sjiokane 
The strike docs not affect the C.P.R. 
commercial telcgraiili dejiartment, only 
the railway operators having gone out — 
those who handle the train orders, etc 
Telegraph business to (joints at which 
the C.r.R. has comiiiercial otlices will 
not la; affected." 

Altliougb not directly interested iu the 
causes of the strike the British Colum- 
bia operators almost to a man obeyed 
the striking order promptly, fifteen or 
twenty men walking out yesterday 
morning at Vancouver and New West- 
minster alone. The order to the men of 
the Western tmd I'lu^ific divisions came 
tol Win 111 peg over the Great Northwestern 
lines early yesterdivy morning, being 
there triinsferred to the C.P.R. cliief des 
jiatclier's room and immediately Hashed 
thence to all the Western otlices. 

Mo.Ni-iiic.M,, Sept. l-'l). — .\Bsistant Chief 
Pierson, of the Telegrai)liers' Union, 
states that over 800 operators are now 
out on the main and branch lines of the 
C.P.R. He does not care to discuss the 
strike at -present. A'aaiatont General 
Jlanager Tait, on the other hand, has 
given the following interview for publi- 
cation: "A committee claiming to re 
present the telegraph operators sought 
an interview with the executive otlicers 
at Montreal yesterday for the purpose of 
discussing some alleged grievances. 
They and the telegraph operators whom 
they claim to represent have declined to 
inform the officers of the divisions on 
which tliey are employed of these alleged 
grievances, as they are required to do by 
the regulations of the company. This 
appears to be the sole and only reason 
for the strike which has been ordered. 
When the strike waa ordered, at 9 
o'clock, one operator at the Windsor 
street station at Montreal walked out, 
and I am informed that two or three 
train diapatchers and a few operators at 
stations of "leaaer ibpdrtance did like- 
wiae," 

ToiiONTO, Sept. 29. — Nothwithatanding 
that obedience to the strike order was 
nractieiilly univeiBal, the places of the 
strikers have been promptly filled, so 
that at this point there is no tie-up of 
business and not even of freight trains, 
and oflicials think none is likely to re- 
sult. Further west it ia likely the diffi- 
culty of filling places quickly will be in- 
creased. Operators at London, Schaw, 
Gueiph and Streetville Junction went 
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out this morning, thoSeatGalt, Windsor 
and Owen Sound remaining on duty. 
Officials charge that the West London 
strikers went out and left their 
keys open, thus increasing the 
dillieulty of learning the position 
of aflairs. The strike is considered 
likely to prove an utter failure, 
unless the engineers strike in sympathy 
and refuse to wX under instructions of 
inexperienced dispatchers. Where neces- 
sary the commercial lines are now being 
used for the handling of railway busi- 
ness. 

Toronto, Sept. 29.— ( M idn igiit)— Traf- 
fic on the O.P.R. is greatly retarded as a 
result of the operators' strike. At many 
Htations where the operators have gone 
out, trains are at a standstill and com- 
munication with the dispatchers is in 
many cases being carried on by tele- 
phone. On the Kastern portions of the 
division there is a blockade of trains 
which will cause heavy loss in the ease of 
perishabli! freight. Mr. Leonard, the 
district manager here, says he has tilled 
all the stations on bis division and many 
applications are still coming in. He says, 
too, that the men who have gone out 
were ill-advised and he expects all the 
vacant positions to be filled in a short 
time. 

Winnipeg, Sept, 29.— Several operators 
to-day made application for work to the 
chief train dispatcher and four or live 
were engaged for duty at Brandon, Rat 
Poitage and Gretna. There are only ten 
men out in this city. The ojieratora at 
all the small stations near here are out, 
but no ditlicnlty was experienced in 
running the passenger trains to-day. 
All ia quiet here. 

Vancouvuu, Sept. 29. — The atrike of 
the train dispatchers and station agenta 
of this iliviaion was a surprise to-day. 
If the Pacific division operators knew 
beforehand of the contemplated move 
they kept their counsel wb11._ The atrike 
waa ordered here at '1 :30 this morning 
and those on duty quit and those oil' 
duty did not return to work. Last even- 
ing the following circular was issued to 
the employes of this division: "To 
Operators: — Re))orts circulated by the 
committee of operators at Montreal in- 
timate a |)osaible strike. Kvery move- 
ment of the committee there has been 
ill-advised and unwarranted. Ina8mui;li 
as I have not had ))laced before ine any 
grievances lor adjustment, I cannot be- 
lieve that the operators on this division 
would join in such an action or give it 
any support. Under the circumstances 
I shall expect every one of you to strict- 
ly attend to your duty. If you have 
any grievances I shall hear them through 
the proper, channel, as provided for in 
the roleaaiidTegulatibhB^ ;; (Signed) ' H. 
Abbott." 

The Pacific express hiis not yet ar- 
rived to-day and Assistant Superintend- 
ent Downie left on the Atlantic express 
to meet the Pacific express at North 
Bend. 

The divisional superintendent of the 
C. P. R. has officially announced that 
tiro rule of the company is that all griev- 
ances should he made to the divisional 
superintendents, and that the malcon- 
tents in the East had appealed directly 
to the assistant general superintendent 
and aasiatant general manager.
